A  Few  Simple  Instructions  on  the  Planting  of  Spring  Bulbs 


Practically  the  entire  group  of  bulbs,  corms  or  tubers  which 
are  planted  in  the  spring  for  Summer  flowering  are  tender — 
which  means  that  they  must  not  be  exposed  to  temperatures 
which  are  at  or  closely  approach  the  freezing  point. 

Weather  conditions  all  over  the  country  are  too  variable  to 
permit  the  naming  of  safe  definite  planting  dates  but  generally 
speaking  no  exposed  plantings  should  be  made  until  the  soil  has 
had  the  benefit  of  some  mild  weather.  Nothing  will  be  gained 
in  an  attempt  to  anticipate  this  condition.

Anemones  and  Ranunculus  like 
cool  moisture  and  leafy  loam, 
and  above  all,  good  drainage  to 
prevent  stagnation  which  rots 
the  bulbs.  The  best  potting  or 
benching  mixture  is  made  with 
equal  parts  of  rich  well-manured 
loam,  leaf  mold,  and  clean  fresh 
sand.  Deep  pans  are  better  than 
pots,  but  whether  grown  this 
way  or  in  benches  avoid  all 
chance  of  sour  accumulation  of 
moisture  by  providing  good 
drainage.  The  first  bulbs  should 
be  put  in  in  October  and  later 
batches  for  late  Spring  bloom. 
Give  a  cool  shady  position  at 
first  until  roots  are  formed,  then 
place  near  the  glass  with  never 
more  than  55  to  60  degrees 
temperature.
